The development anil evolution of student autonomy at 
McGlll form an attractive subjoct of study for those interest- 
ed In the orgnni'<!ntion of educational communities. In 1832 
when the undergraduate body began to realize Its entity, 
there was practically nothing of what might lie termed aut- 
ommiy. Student affairs, individual ami attractive, were in the 
hands of the few lecturers and professors that constituted 
the embryo faculty of a later jieriod. 

It is of course somewhat diflicult for us to have any real 
conception of how dtfloroiit were conditions In these days of 
beginnings from what we are ncciistomcd to experience at 
present. A student fell no such needs as he feels today. He 
had ho "outside interests'." A college course meant to him 
notliini; more than a steady uncc.-isiiig "grind"— not that 
this was displensing; far from it; this became to him the 
leaven of life. As an academic centre pure and simple the 
University stood for Kometliiiiu' utterly beyond the activities 
of nracticnl life. We are able to glean from the rather scan- 
ty records of early days nt McOUl that these ultra-academic 
ideals held sway for about two generations. It was not un- 
til late in the sixties that organized athletics began to come 
into existence. As a first step, there was arranged an An- 
nual Town vs. Gown football game and Oxford conditions 
seemed to be transplanted. The event was looked forward to 
with the keenest expectancy nnd was occasionally followed 
by a miniature riot which recalled the enmity between city 
and iiiiiv,.rsity that cained such proportions in the Old World 
centres of the Middle Aces, 

The next step In the process nf expansion was to look 
.ibroad ,Tnd seek .■itlilelic contest.'- with other iini'-ersities. 
This resulted in an Annual Footbnll Mnfeh with Harvard. 
Between 1872 nnd tRRl seven of these games were played, 
and thev fcivn^ .1 snbiect for research .is interestinir as it is 
generally unknown. The contests were hnrd-fouuht nnd they 
did much to stimulate the consciousness nf a certain collec- 
tive unity that was nt last ni ikinc itself visible. Tn 1S,^2 n 
football loneuc wltl- Toronto Tliiiversity was formed nnd 
with two exceptiona MeOill nnd Toronto have never missed 
their nnnual footbnll strngtrles s'nco. The fortunes of war 
were about even until ihe last decade when Toronto has 
gained n decided advi^ntace. 

î.îennwhUe other bronches of nthletics were bocomina or- 
rnnixed. Crjeltcl becin.e .'i rccin/nj/iMl I'niversity srort in 
ISSli throM"b the elTort of Pc-n Moyse. Tbi-n followed track, 
hockcv, nnd the long list of athletics which todny form the 
niajnr v- vt of I'lideri'i'.'idii.'i tc activity. 

.■\t the same time as the process of ntliletie orgnni/ation 
was steadily and pcrsistcnnly gniuinc ground, activities of 
other kinds were awakeninir. Tlii' N'cCiU "Lit" traces its 
origin to the early sixties. Musical and (ilee Clubs sprans 
into being and hnrdly a year went by without adding its 
<liiotn fn the loiiL- list nf student chilis and societies. Mean- 
while these separate organizations had no connection with 
one another. They merely existed ns so many individual and 
separate expressions of a cnnsciousiics-. which ns yet wa.s at 
a loss to know in what manner it sliould secure unity and 
co-operation. Student publications of vnrious forms, gradu- 
ally growing into a rea!i;ation of n firm foindntion date 
from 1870. We hud the .^Ionthly Gazette, the Fortnirht'y, 
the Outlook, the University Magazine, and the Martlet, Kaeb 
one of these represents a progressive stage— a fuller and 
more adequate conception of the possibilities of student or- 
ganization. 

Let us now turn to the steps which have brought about 

the general unity which reaches its consuiiiination in the 
Students l!oiincil of 1911. For many years all undergradu- 
ate clubs nnd societies were arranged on a system of dual 
leadership. The Alma Mater Kociety and the .Mhletic Assn. 
each nttemptud to control its allnirs without acknowledging 
any superiority on the part of the other. But this system 
soon iiroved a ilismal failure. The definition of the bound- 
aries of jurisdiction was in each case vague and disputes 
were inevitable. After much wrangling the whole constitu- 
tion of undergraduate .-ictivities was le-orjaiiized and the 
Cfovernors showed , that they wore aware that student con- 
sciousness was vigorous and competent enough to exert it- 
self aln.i.' new lini's. llcn.'o the Students' Council was creat- 
ed and empowered lo control all undergraduate organiza- 
tions. It vvas to he the expression of the student commun- 
ity—the olTicinl exccntivc medium of all undergraduntes. And 
today we e.v..i-,.i..p m-. .,| a ncree uf aiilonomy ."'l'y ed- 
ucational (•oiiimiiiiUy ill the world. We handle our own 
money in our own way for our own purposes and on own own 
responsibility. 

How différent is the coiiiplexity of the student life of to- 
day from the simple unceasing "grind" which was the sole 
occupation of the student life of sixty years ago. Is the 

chnnge for better or worse ? Do we glean more today un- 
der present conditions thnt we would have a half century 
ago under the conditions which existed then 7 This is of 
course a matter open to debate and principally dependent 
upon personal opinion or prejudice. Of one thing however 
there can he no doubt nnd thnt is thnt modern university 
life as seen at .McOill is far more powerful and practical 
moulder of the all-roimd citl^.en than the purely academic at- 
mosphere of an earlier time. University life to-day is more 
an echo of the great world beyond than ever before. Many- 
sided Interests and specialization— paradoxical as they may 
seem are nevertheless the watchwords of twentieth century 
life and twentieth century Universities Student autonomy as 
exemplified in the Students Council of to-day and as voiced 
in the McGill Daily, working hand in hand with governors 
and professoriate, cannot but increase the moulding forces 
which contribute to the development of character, initiative, 
and potentiality, in the MBi^B^B''2red task of education. 
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The McGill Union is the centre 
ol university life and student activity.
